GENERAL REMARKS. 


Number of scholars between five and fifteen years of age 
reported by the Selectmen, April, 1833: boys, 105; girls, 65; 
total, 170. In thirteen districts there have been 29 schools, 19 
different teachers employed and 283 weeks of school during the 
year. The number of different scholars that have attended 
school two or more weeks during the year is 218. The num- 
ber of different scholars between five and fifteen years of age 
that have attended school two or more weeks during the year, 
is 167. The longest school in any district was 28 weeks in 
District No. 4, primary. The shortest school was in District 
No. 1, 11 weeks. In Nos. 2, 6, and 9, new school houses have 
been built during the year. Our school houses now compare 
favorably with other towns. We deem it unnecessary to report 
each district separately, as all the districts in town have made 
«a commendable improvement during the year; although in one 
or two schools there was not that degree of order which should 
be insisted upon by every teacher. The teachers without an ex- 
ception were teachers of past experience. We cannot appre- 
ciate too highly the early disciplining, controlling, and guiding 
the actions of our youth, bearing in mind that the youths of to- 
day are the men and women of the future to carry forward the 
improvements and developments of the age. 

All that is needed is to early and thoroughly commence and 
continue that training which will develop our boys and girls 
into active, thinking men and women. The responsibility rests 
first upon securing competent teachers. ‘The life of the school 
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is the teacher; she imparts to it her own intellectual and moral 
character. If she is a person of energy and well versed in the 
branches she instructs, she is a blessing to the school which 
feels the molding power of her influence. On the contrary, if 
the teacher is ignorant or ill-mannered, she imparts an injury to 
the school. The young mind drinks in the practice and exam- 
ple of their teacher; if she lacks moral principle she corrupts 
the school with her presence. Personal consideration should 
be excluded in the discharge of her trust. 

2. The encouragement, support and assistance of the Su- 
perintendent. The teachers may be competent, yet unless they 
have the support, co-operation, and assistance of the Superin- 
tendent, their labors in a measure will be a failure. How soon 
the active mind of a pupil discerns the Superintendent’s co- 
operation with the teacher, and when they insist that there shall 
be some system and method pursued. 

3d. The parents have a duty to perform. They should 
insist that their children are at school regularly and in season ; 
even at one absence there may be demonstrated an important 
principle which the want of knowing may retard and confuse 
the scholar the rest of the term. The parent may think one 
absence a mere trifle, but when we consider that this year 265 
weeks of schooling have been lost it makes a large aggregate 
during the scholarship period. We carefully call the attention 
of the parents to the table of costs for tuition. 

We were surprised when a thinking, active parent suggest- 
ed that the teacher in their district was too severe, and made 
unreasonable requests of the scholars. The request was that 
‘cevery scholar should say ‘yes ma’am’ and ‘no ma’am’ when 
addressing their teacher.” It is not strange we are called a 
nation of ill manners, if teachers are discouraged by the parents 
from teaching the very simplest rudiments of mannerly conduct. 
If petty squabbles and neighborhood jealousies are to be carried 
forward and dictated to the rising generation, and the school- 
room, dedicated to the pursuits of learning, be made the scenes 
of revenge and neighborhood quarrels, we might as well dis- 
pense with our system of public schools. 
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Much might and ought to be done for the improvement of 
our public schools. Perhaps we are not deserving of larger 
resources until we make a better use of what we already have. 
Give the most ample means and we shall not reach a high 
standard of excellence until we make our schools an object of 
lively interest. It is painful to observe the lethargy in this di- 
rection. <A large per cent. of our school money is wasted 
through the indifference of fathers and mothers. As a rule, the 
teachers are far more interested to instruct the children well 
than are the fathers and mothers that they should be well in- 
structed. In such a case the best teacher can produce no very 
great results. 

How often we hear: ‘‘Mr. B’s children need looking after, 
but my children will do right.” ‘‘If my children are corrected 
or punished the teacher is at fault.” ‘*Now, John, I would not 
mind the teacher if she does so and so.” . Parent, that boy 
John is being instructed in his first lesson of disobedience ; that 
disobedience develops and matures: with his youth. Unless 
checked he is the John that disobeys our state and national 
laws: and the same John is an inmate of our jails and prisons. 
A little active interest on the part of the parents—how much it 
means to the children! Where the father ponders arithmetic 
with his son, and the mother instructs her daughter in gram- 
mar, where the child must undergo home examination in his 
studies and is required to exhibit his attainments, where the 
children know that at any time their parents may come into the 
school-room, to listen to their recitations and note their behav- 
ior; what stimulus it imparts! Parents try it. 

It is for the lack of this we now complain. How few par- 
ents take a home interest in the studies of their children! The 
registers show how few parents are seen in the school-room dur- 
ing term time, and in this respect we must say the fathers are 
especially delinquent. On examination day we can count upon 
a few mothers, but very rarely do we see a father or a Pruden- 
tial Committee. Oh, no; they are too busy! Their time is 
occupied in the care of their stock, in providing for their fami- 
ly, in the accumulation of wealth; yet, we notice, if there is a 
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horse-race at Keene or a circus at Bellows Falls, they can leave 
their stock, family and wealth and devote a whole day in attend- 
ance. 

It does not take a very apt child to soon learn that his par- 
- ent is more interested in horse-races and circuses than in the 
education of his children. Can we expect, then, that the chil- 
dren, the imitators of their parents, will be interested in that 
which, apparently does not interest them? Parents, we hold 
these matters up to you in the hope that you will awake from 
the lethargy which surrounds you, realizing the fact that if we 
are to advance our schools to a high degree of excellence, and 
send forth our young men and maidens to grace the various sta- 
tions in society, and. be an honor and blessing to our children, 
we must take an active part in the formation of their habits.

She has the facultyof gaining and hold- 
ing the affection of the little scholars. We notice a proficiency 
in penmanship rarely equaled by older pupils.
